Interest in the life of Jesus is also in¬ 
creasing and Christianity lias not begun 
to exhaust the wealth of it. We need not 
despair for humanity if it can produce 
such a man, she said. 

Finally, all human experience is seen 
as relative and such expressions as “in¬ 
fallible church" and “absolute truth” are 
not used as often as before. The Bible 
is viewed as the record of an unusually 
gifted people, as “a light to our feet and 
a guide to our path.” Religion is also 
turning to inner authority rather than a 
superimposed one. 

In conclusion. Miss Carter mentioned 
two ways in which religion may serve in 
the present crisis. It may, first of all, be 
an inner reserve of energy, strength and 
courage, and secondly, it can keep alive 
the value of life for a world that is 
materially and spiritually bankrupt.
